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When the books are balanced on 
the special session of the State Le- 
gislature, which has held the spot- 
light at Sacramento during the last 
few weeks, there will be both “pro- 
fit” and “loss” items in the ledger. 

But on the whole, the special 
legislative session has indicated a 
healthy determination on the part 
of a majority of the legislators to 
clamp down on governmental ab- 
uses and to put an end to the worst 


debauch of public spending in the! 


state’s history. 

The special session balance sheet 
will show more “profit” for the 
long-suffering taxpayer than any 
other for many years past — and 
California farmers, together with 
all other taxpayers, owe @ very real 
debt of gratitude to the members of 
the Legislature who have refused 
to be stampeded into voting mil- 
lions in new taxes. 

From all indications at this writ- 
ing, nearly all of Governor Olson’s 
Proposed $50,000,000 tax program— 
including new income taxes, new 
taxes on gas and oil, new business 
franchise taxes’ and many other 
taxes—will be swept up by the jan- 
itors, instead of becoming a part 
of the state’s top-heavy. tax struc- 
ture. 

Likewise, the State Administra- 
tion’s enormous budget for SRA, 
which would have bled every tax- 
payer in the state to support it, has 
been chopped down to a much more 
reasonable figure, although in final 
form, it will still rank, unde*hted- 
ly, 48 one of the highest re’ ip- 
propriations in the nation 

The relief problem—the gest 
and most difficult factor iy tax 
problem—is still far from pema- 
nent solution, but some progress, at 
least, has been made. Public air- 
ing of scandalous abuses in the SRA 
has been helpful in focusing at- 
tention on the neeq for tightening 
up the purse strings and breaking 
the domination of the “pressure 
groups,” Communists and politica] 
manipulators in the relief set-up. 

And members of the bi-partisan 
economy bloc, who turned on the 
light in dark places—and then ‘de- 
manded a cleanup with a decent 
regard for the rights of the people 
who foot the bill—have rendered 
California a signal service. 

Revelations of reckless waste and 
extravagance, chiseling, radica] in- 
filtration, needless duplication, in- 
efficiency, political favoritism and 
haphazard, incompetent administra- 
tion became so conclusive and so 
Startling that even some of the leg- 
islators who had previously defend- 
ed the policy of unrestricted spend- 
ing for relief were forced to change 
position. And yet there is every rea- 
son to believe that the investiga- 
tions thus far have only pricked 
the surface, 

Perhaps the most convincing evi- 
dence of abuses in the relief system, 
which have cost California taxpay- 
ers millions of dollars, came to the 
Legislature in a report from the Los 
Angeles SRA chapter of the Cali- 
fornia State Employees’ Association. 

The employee group, represent- 
ing those engaged in administration 
of the relief in Los Angeles County, 
made the unqualified charge that 
one-third of those receiving state 
relief are chiselers, or worse. 

It divided relief recipients into 
three classes—about equal in num- 
ber: “First, those undoubtedly de- 
Serving. Second, those doubtfully 
deserving, a group which consists of 
many families which have always

Gross receipts for the year were

support of the Bureau of Crimin- 
al Identification, leaving a balance 
of $7,959,103.21 which is divided 
equally between the State Highway 
fund and the various counties for 
road and highway purposes. 


Receipts for 1939 were $884,655.34 
greater than for 1938 and show an 
increase of 109,965 in’ the number 
of fee paid vehicle registrations, 
Philbrick stated, adding that the 
total number of fee paid vehicles 
now stands at 2,773,698, a new re- 
cord figure. 


Registration fee apportionment | 


to the counties are based upon the 
number of fee paid motor vehicle 
registrations in the county and in- 
clude passenger cars, trucks, motor- 
cycles and trailers. Each county 
will receive $1.43 for every motor 
vehicle registered therein during 
the period covered by this appor- 
tionment, Philbrick said.
